THINKS THE CANADIAN.

Believes There Is No Reason 
to Suppose Empire Will Be 


_ Left to Face Emergencies in 


Future Unaided, hig 


London,- July 47.—The British: ad- 
mirally has no intention of adding fur- 
ther warships to its construction pro- 
gram for 1914-15, according to an an- 
nouncement made by Winston, Spencer 
Churchill, first Jord of the admiralty, in 
the ‘course of a statement made in the 
house-of commons today in the debate 
on the shipbuilding vote. 

Mr, Churchill said) he knew of no- 
thing inthe international situation ne- 
sessitating an increase and he did not 
think anything occurred in the Mediter- 
ranean in connection with the proposed 
Austrian and Italian warship construc- 
tlon which would -require Great Britain 
to depart from her present program. - 

“As a result of the rejection of the 
Canadian nayal bill the British govern- 
ment,’ sald Mr. Churchill, ‘would ao- 
celerate the construction.of three war- 
ships which would therefore be ready 
in the third quarter of 1915." 

Mr. Churchill added that he did not 
think the question of Canadian contri- 
bution to the defence » of tha empire 
closed, and there wwas.no reason to sup- 
pose that Great Britain would be lett 
to face emergencies In the future un- 
aided, _ 

“There was an overwhelming con- 
census of opinion jn Canada,’ he-de- 
clared, ‘that early action be taken in 
one form or another,” 

In the meanwhile the navy would be 
Increased by a new destroyer every 
week for the next nine months, by a 
light cruiser every 30 days for the next 
year and by a super-(readnought every 
45 days for the next 18 months,

HALIFAX MAYOR NEW ROAD IS DONE 
UPHOLDS HUGHES) 10 PLUMONDVILLE 


Completed From Athabasca 
and Difficulties of Past 
Are Over With, 


The work of constructing the wagon 
road from Athabasca sanding to 
Plumondyville, on the shores of Lac 
La Biche, is now compleled and the 
settlers in the district affected now 
have a first class thoroughfare on 
Which to transport their goods. 

The majority of the merchandise sold 
in Plumondville 1s freighted from Ath- 
abasca, and up until a few months ago 
the freighters were beset with many 
difficulties in thelr attempts to get 
through, 

The first 40 miles of the new road 
was completed last year and the grad- 
ing gangs are now within five miles of 
Plumondville and should complete 
their work during the next ten days as 
this section requires but little atten- 
tion, 

In the Pine Creek district, where 
there is a large settlement, there are 
four or five steep hills, which, espec- 
fally in muddy weather, have proved an 
eyesore to the teamsters. These have 
been cut down to a large extent, and 
there is now a first class road, follow- 
Ing the route of the old trall, from 
Athabasca io Lao la Biche.

lists for the -kingship of Albania is 
Prince Louis Napoleon, of the well 
Known Corsican family cf Bonaparte. 
The Prinee, who represents the House 
of Jerome, begins his fiftieth year to- 
day. He was born in Paris during the 
gay days of the Second Empire, but 
was only a boy when the re-establish- 
ment of the repwblic made it advisable 
for the Bonapartists to Jeave France. 
After: leaving college he entered the 
Russian army, and -for many years re- 
mained in the service of the Great 
White Czar, rising to the rank of gen- 
eral and to the command of the Gzar- 
ina's Life Ulans, one of the leading 
cavalry organizations of the enipire, 
His home is now in Switzerland, that 
refuge of the crownless royally and 
anarchists, where he resides ina chat- 
eau that was once the properly of his 
father, “Plon Plon,") who died there 
March'18, 1891.

THE PUBLIC’S NIGGARDLINESS 
TOWARDS ITS PUBLIC MEN 


William Jennings Bryan has given the United 
States an entirely new poser: Should a cabinet 
minister go outside of his duties as such to earn 
privately enough money to keep him while he is 
working for the public? 

The question itself was bound to come sooner 
cr later; it only required the appearance of a man 
ot sufticient bravery to make the stand. 

The public are notoriously the worst labor 
skinners of them all. In the interests of the public 
men are asked to perform services which require 
abilities such as, were they offered in any other 
line, would be paid for at a rate which makes 
the stipend of.a public man seem like penury. The 
president of United States, holding ‘the highest 
office in the alleged republic, receives $50,000 a 
year and $25,000 as expenses, less money, prob- 
ably than “the system’ paid Mulhall for lobbying, 
and the corporation solicitor who would -work for 
the $12,000 a year paid Bryan as secretary of state 
would be a cheap man indeed. 

Nor is this parsimoniousness confined to United 
States. The Dominion of Canada, in ils treat- 
ment of public men, is shamefully niggardly. As 
a reward for the services of its premier Canada 
pays $12,000 a year, an amount which would look 
small to a practising solicitor of national reputa- 
tion, and it pays cabinet ministers $7,000, a salary 
for conducting a department of the public’s. busi- 
ress. which is less than would be paid any com- 
petent baseball manager outside of the minor 
leagues. 

Quite clearly these men cannot be expected 
to maintain themselves in the surroundings into 
which they are thrown on any such salaries as 
these, and as a consequence money must be found 
from some other source. Many of the men who 
attain to such positions are fortunate enough to be 
well-to-do and draw on their other resources. 
Knox, who held the secretaryship before Bryan, 
paid $7,000 out of the then salary of $8,000 as 
house’ rent alone, and of Whitelaw Reid it is 
related how it cost more for the rent alone of 
the quarters which he occupied as United States 
ambassador to London than he received for salary 
altogether. Lord Strathcona, as Canadian repre- | 
sentative in London, furnishes a parallel case. 
Undoubtedly the cost of maintaining his estab- 
lishment is more every month than the $10,000 
he is allowed by the Dominion of. Canada for a 
whole year. Undoubtedly if the affairs of the 
cabinet minister of Canada could be thrown open 


to public gaze it would be quite plain that not one |* 


of them receives in salary nearly enough money 
to meet even modest expenses, and that for those 
who would be honest the trail is hard indeed. The 
plain poverty of Sir. John A, Macdonald, while 
giving his life to the service of the dominion, was 
pathetic, and Sir John Thompson, after years of 
service, died a poor man. Sir Alexander Mac- 
Keuzie's devotion to public affairs cost him all 
chance to make money at a time when every other 
member of his family, by the plain Scotch thrift

As all familiar with Ontario politics know, the ~ 
constituency which Mr. MacKay represented so 
long is a naturally conservative province. The 
returns of the recent election which showed that 
the triumph of the conservative candidate was due 
to the results in the city of Owen Sound leave no 
room to doubt that the personal confidence which 
the people who had a chance to know him best 
reposed in Mr. MacKay was something which was 
purely personal and which, much as he might have 
desired, he could not pass on to a successor. 

Coming at this time when he is a candidate in 
Athabasca, the moral of the North Grey election 
should be the strongest kind of an argument in 
favor of his candidature.

Canadian voyageurs, yolunteers and 
Indians, under the command of Capt.

101 years ago ioday, and thus won vic- 
tory for the Brilish at the very begin- 
ning of the war, and that without firing 
a gun, The fort at Mackinaw. fell into 
the hands of the British in their. con- 
quest of Canadia, but in 1796 was turn- 
ed over to the United States, in com- 
pliance with the treaty of peace. At 
the outbreak of the war of 1812 it 
Was garrisoned by a smal force of 
American troops, commanded by Lieut. 
Porter Hancks. When. Sir Isaac Brock, 
sovernor of Upper Canada, received 
news of the declaration of hostilities, 
he lost no time in adopting offensive 
measures, He dispatched orders to 
Capt. Charles Roberts, ‘then In com- 
mand of Fort St; Joseph, on an island 
40 miles: north-east from Mackinaw, to 
allack the latter place wilhout delay. 
Roberts had only a-simall force, and 
summoned to his assistance the em- 
ployees of the Northwestern Fur com- 
pany and the neighboring. Indians. On 
the 16th of July he embarked with a 
motley force of whites and Indfans, in 
bateanx, canoes ‘and: ‘boats, with two 
six-pounders, convoyed ‘by the 
company's brig Caledonia, and set out 
for Mackinaw. ‘In the meantime Lieut. 
Hancks, although he had not heard of 
‘the declaration of war, became —sus- 
piclous, and dispatched Capt. Daurman 
to spy on the English. On the way he 
met the hostile flottHa and was made a 
prisoner. The Americans were taken 
by surprise when the fleet reached 
Mackinaw 07 the seventeenth, and sur- 
rendered without offering any resist- 
ence. Two years later, in-July, 1814, 
the Americans. attempted to . recover 
Mackinaw, ‘but wero unsuccessful. 

Just a century ago today a force of 
200 Brilish and Indians made a gallant 
attempt to recover. Fort George, but 
were repulsed by the American garrl- 
son under Col. Winfleld Scott.

St. Alexifus, whose festival is cele- 
brated today, won canonization — and 
immortality by deserting “his” bride 
within an hour after his wedding, and, 
forsaking. fortune: .and — an), honored 
name, devoting himself to’ poverty, 
piety and prayer . 

The parents of the saint were among 
the ‘greatest of the nobleos of the 
Rome of the fourth century. The 
family held vast estates and magnifl- 
cent palaces, and to these Alexius was 
the heir. Alexlas was betrothed to 
the -heautifol daughter of © another 
prominent Roman ‘famfly, and ‘the wed- 
ding was a brilliant affair. While the 
guests were feasting, and all were 
merry and gay, the bridegroom slipped 
away, Jeaving his bride and parents to 
mourn him as the: victim of foul play, 
or as suddenly gone madi Alexius

J. W. Leedy, of Whitecourt, one of 
the early settlers along tho Athabasca 
river, is in town. today, having come 
down the Athabasca river in a row- 
boat from his home fat the confluence 
of the Athabasca and McLeod. He 
was asked for an interview yesterday 
on what lie saw and what he thought 
of the country which will be opened to 
settlement very shortly by the Cana- 
dian Northern Peace River line and the 
Bdmonton, Dunvegan and British Col- 
umbia-noud, 

“T have.Just come into the city from 
a trip which» few Albertans’ have 
taken,’ sald Mr, Leedy, ‘tand which 
many might well take to give them an 
idea of the breadth and wealth of our 
own country. IT have been (iving att 
Whitecourt fite years, as pretly and 
picturesque a little settlement as Hes 
beyond the domain of the railway. It 
is a beauty spot, but without trans- 
portation It is diMenlt to get around, 
as a conseduence of which 1 fell into 
the very natural error of not looking 
very far beyond the immediate — sur- 
rounding. You know that the old La 
Hacre trail dropped down into the 
Athabasca valley. about Whitecourt, 


“ jand crossed there for the north and the 


Peace River country beyond We 
were acquainted with the country 
both ways along the trail, but above 
and below along the river was terra 
incoxnita. The Whitecourt valley 
closes into a narrow gap at the lower 
end, with-high banks, beyond which we 
usually regarded the country as being 
precipitous, rocky, unfit for settlement, 
This isthe disillusionment I. got upon 
the recent trip. 


“From. within a very few miles be- 


low Whitecourt to the mouth of. the 
Little Slave river .there js a country 
Which, to my mind, 4s one ofthe finest 
agricultural countries which Hes out of 
doors, It is a nich,;deep alluvial soll, 
quite heavily timbered, it {1s true, but 
tnis only makes {{ more valuable and 
the land more lasting.’ Once cleared 
and {f 4s worth two, three, or five 
times as much as prairie land which Is 
not timbered. At Holmes’ ‘crossing, 
not more than 85 miles from Edmonton 
as the crow. flies, there is a country 
which cannot. be surpassed in the 
north-west. I saw crops there’ which 
mean prosperity and well-requitted toll 
for the homesleaders who have already 
moved in, This whole country, prac- 
Heally speaking, Is unscoupied; a coun- 
try unrivalled, right here alongside of 
the city of Edmonton, while men .are 
rushing hundreds of miles beyond to 
the Peace River, which may be © all 
right enough Dut is much farther away. 
Between the mouth of the Pembina 
river and the mouth of the Little Slave 
at Mirror Landing we saw the Do- 
minion government surveyors” engaged 
in subdividing land for settlement 
Which should have been settled 
ago, and which will be settled 
quickly when the incoming settlers get 
fo appreciate the value of this country, 

“Mie Athabasca river js marnificent. 
As a suinmer holiday trip let me com- 
mend you to this majestic. river} beanu- 
{jful hills, prolifle vegetation, enchant- 
ing vistas a£ scenery, unsurpassed In 
any land, quiet, subdued, fragrant, un- 
spoiled, in the hand of nature as tt has 
lain these thousands of vaars. It is a 
beautiful country, and my opinion is 
tha! Edmonton neovle could well learn 
more ‘of the bountiful land which les 
50 close to their doors,

where they were to make scientifle in- 
vestigations. 

“T sailed back to Hobart, with the 
understanding that in December, 1914, 
I was to zo back for them. 

“TY did this, but-when I reached Com- 
mouwealth Bay 1 found Dr. Mawson 
wasn't there. He had gone 300 miles 
into the interior and, as I learned later, 
had had a terrible experience. One 
companion fell into a crevasse and was 
killed, and the other died of cold and 
hunger, For. twenty-two days. he 
struggled on alone, while I waited for 
him at Commonweaith Bay. 

“At last he returned, nearly dead, 
But a ‘terrible wind was blowing from 
off. shore. We got within half a mile 
of shore-and we'could see the hut, the 
wireless’ tower and a man waving a 
flag, But we couldn’t-reach them. 

“YT decided to disobey orders and go 
for the six men 1,500 miles away on 
the ice fleld, 

“Dr,. Mawson and his men stood on 
the shore and watehed us sail away, 
They knew that it meant they would 
be prisoners for a whole year in (the 
huts, “But knew that jt didn't mean 
death ‘to them if I left them and. it ‘did 
mean death to the six on the ice fleld 
if I didn't get there. 

“We found the six alive and well, 
though almost at the end of-their re- 
sources, We loaded them on the An- 
rora and got them back to Hobart, 
Tasmania. 

“Imagine my delight at UWobart to 
tind wireless messages awaiting me 
from Dr, Mawson himself telling me 
that he and the flve men with: him 
were well and that I had done the right 
thing in leaving. as I did.” 


AFRICA, CALLED 
DARK CONTINENT 


Contains As Its Inhabitants 
About. One-Tenth People 
on the Earth, 


BETWEEN ONE AND TWO 
MILLION ARE WHITES 


Those Living in the North Part 
Are a Mixed Class of People 
and Can Be Classed As of 
Neither Color, 


The population of Africa has been 
variously esttmated at 127,000,000 to 
175,000,000 people. The truth of the 
matter 1s ‘that no one knows; for in 
some parts the natives have never 
been definilely numbered.. I should 
jSay that a fair estimate would be 
160,000,000, or one-tenth of the people 
of the world. Counting the area, in- 
cluding tho 4dslands, as 412,000,000 
square miles, would give an average 
jof 48 to the square mile. In North 
tAmerica, this average Is 16; South 
| Amerion, 7; Europe, 125; Asia, 60; 
and Ocesnica, 2. The inhabitants of 
Africa are not regularly apportioned 
over the country, but they follow the 
streams, where they may be thickly 
settled, while at other places there 
may be few or none. If these 
160,000,000 passed before us continu- 
ally night and day at the rate of one 
per second kt would take something 
jiiore than five years for them to pass. 

Ot the above umber, there are be- 
tween one and two anéliions ‘of the 
white race who have migrated thither 
from Europe. These are engaged in 
mining and trading, and én some parts, 
especially in. South Africa, in agricul- 
ture. Whe remainder of the population 
may be divided among perhaps seven 
races, as follows: Abyssinian, Egyptian, 
Nubian, Numidian, Hottentot, Bushmen 
and Bantu, The inhabitants of North 
Afrioa ara a mixed class of. people, 
neither while nor black. They. oon- 
sist in great part of a mixturo of 
‘Mohammedan, Moors and Arabs with 
some of the above named races. 
Though industrially and intellectually 
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they surpass the negroes and other 
tribes farther south, yet they are still 


Jvery backward in civilization, 


Original Home In Doubt, 


When Europeans tirsl came to the 
country they found the Hottentot: and 
Bushmen tribes in the extreme-south- 
west. The Bantu inthe south and 
easl, and the negro in the west and 
centre. Just where the original home 
of the black man was located is a 
question, Some try to prove by Hn- 
guistic similarity that their early home 
was in one of the peninsulas of south- 
ern Asia. Others think they originated 
In Africa. 
latler view. 
at least that in the early centuries all 
the tribes migrated from a common 
centre around the great lakes in East 
Central Africa. Bul they must have 
separated many centuries ago, for to- 
day there is very littie similarity in 
Jaiguage between the negroes of the 
west and the Bantu of the south, The 
Bantu have many different dialects, but 
in grammatical construction they are 
all somewhat similar, Not so when 
comparing Bantu with negro. The 
language of the Bushmen and Holten- 
tot {s somowhat similar to that of the 
negro, and It ds therefore supposed 
that they separated from the tribes of 
from 
the east, though they must have come 


to thelr southern ‘home centuries ago. 


The Bantu tribes migrated southward 
about the fifteenth century, and it was 
there, in what is known as Cape Pro- 
vince, tthat the white:-man found them. 
Afterward, in the early part of the 


nineteenth cemury, some of them, un- 


der the leadership of Mzilikazl, re- 


turned northward and formed the 
nucleus of the present Matabole tribe 


of Rhodesia, among whom our breth- 
ren are taboring. 
It was from West Africa that the 


early slaves were Drought to America 
yoars ago. And thoush tho slave trade 


is to a largo extent extinct (thanks to 
the influence of heroic missionaries), 


yet traveHors say that even now. skele- 
tons lie everywhere along the oxravan 
roads of the Sahara and the Soudan.

Had Art of Painting. 

The Bushmen practised bul one art 
-—that Of painting, and today their 
pictures of elephants, snakes, leopards, 
giraffes and olher animals painted on 
the rocks, in caves, over different parts 
of South Africa are still preserved. The 
Hottenlots made .vessels of clay and 
knew something of working in iron, 
The Bantu were somewhat skilful in 
both these arts. It Is interesting to 
watch a native blacksmith at work, He 
heats his irons in a large forge by 
means of a bellows made from the skin 
of a goat, Using a hard stone for an 
anvil, he shapes the heated fron into 
a spear, hoe or axe, as liis need may 
‘be. The native also understood the. 
manufacture of charceal for use in his} 
forge. | 

The primitive life of the African was } 
very simple. Heaven's sunlight was 
his clothing, and if he needed more the 
skins of animals were at his command, 
His herds of cattle, sheep and goats | 
grazing on the grass throughout the 
year furnished him with meat and milk. | 
His food supply was also supplemented | 
by wild fruits of the ferest and by the; 
fruits of the chase. ‘With a small gar- 
den of katr corn, pumpkins and beans 
to give him additional food, and plenty 
of kaf_lr Deer, what more could he 
want? 

But little shelter was needed. — In 
winter when the winds blew. chill he| 
could stay by the flre. For there he 
had no coal bill to pay, as the never- 
failing forests afforded a continual 
supply of fuel. His hut was buill of 
poles, daubed with mud and thatched 
with grass. If he wanted a door, it 
could be made of reeds. Ne had no 
use for money. Did you say. hie was 
lazy? But what incentive was there 
for ‘him tojwork? — If we had been 
placed In similar circumstances, would 
we have been any better?

With regard to defense matters it is 
being considered whether more gener- 
ous support should not be given to rif- 
le clubs. throughout the common- 
wealth. ‘There has been a very large 
Increase in the membership of these 
clubs in recent years.

There were a number of so-called experts who asserbed. that Willie was 
avery lucky youth when the referee awarded bim the title on a foul in the 
battle with Ad. Wolgast, and referred to him as an “accidental” champion, but 
recent developments haye proved bis right-to the championship, 

Hitchie's jmpressive vielory over Joe Hivers, the sensational youngster 
from Los Angeles, has satisiied the most skeptical among ght followers that 
he is the “goods,"-and that he is in every respect a worthy holder of a title 
held in the past by such great exponents of the manly art as Jack MeAuliffe, 
Kid Layigne, Frank Erne and Joe Gans. 

Willie began his career in San Franeiseo In 1910, but te was practioally 
unknown until two years ago, when-he first began to attract attention
